After  attending 
the  Royal  Reception  tendered 
to  King  Fagan  by  his  ad- 
mirers, all  hands  were  pre- 
pared to  entertain  the  Italian 
cadets  who  came  aboard  to 
inspect  the  ship.

The  last 
days  of  the  summer  were  saddened  by  the  death  of  our  classmate,  R.  R.  Landy. 
August  29th.  Big  shore 
leave.  September  30th.  Put 
to  sea,  headed  for  Phila- 
delphia. November  26th. 
Made  port.  Head-on  col- 
lision with  U.  S.  S.  West 
Point :  sank  the  Army. 
January  28,  1911.  From 
the  far  side  of  another  river, 
we  looked  back  to  see  eleven 
less  fortunate  mariners  swept 
under  the  tide.

2.   It  will  be  noted  that  this  order  is  applicable  only  to  the  first 
term  of  the  present  Academic  year  and  that  the  standard  for 
passing  for  the  second  term  will  remain  a  2.5,  in  accordance  with 
the  existing  regulations.

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HREE  years  ago  a  strange  craft  was  launched  into  An- 
napolis Harbor  and  christened  the  Sweetheart  by  a  certain 
beautiful  little  red-headed  class  girl.  This  ship  started  on  her 
government  trials,  and  sad  to  relate,  she  encountered  severe 
gales,  which  swept  many  of  her  gallant  crew  into  the  raging 
sea.  Every  effort  was  made  to  rescue  these  struggling  marin- 
ers ;  "Man  Overboard"  was  piped,  and  the  life  boats  lowered ; 
by  liberal  libations  of  oil,  Neptune  was  somewhat  appeased, 
and  several  valiant  seamen  were  snatched  from  the  strangling 
depths  of  a  watery,  logarithmic  grave.  When  hoisted  aboard,  they  were  gently 
resuscitated  by  application  of  a  cold  2.50.  After  a  repair  period  in  the  yard, 
the  Sweetheart  was  commissioned  a  Dreadnaught,  Captain  "Fat"  Davis  in 
command,  with  "Shorty"  Short  as  his  Chief  Yeoman. 

Now  many  are  the  cruises  made  by  this  grand  old  wagon ;  she  has  been 
to  Gibraltar,  Key  West,  and  Gloucester;  she  has  encountered  huge  icebergs 
and  baby  geysers,  "Palais  de  Danse"  and  "Spanish  Town" ;  but  by  far  the 
gayest  voyage  of  them  all  took  place  last  August,  and  came  about  in  this  way : 
Skipper  Davis  took  a  notion  to  cruise  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Nation's 
Capital  and  exhibit  his  noble  ship  and  crew  to  the  admiring  throngs.  Through 
the  skilful  diplomacy  of  Gunner  Ralston,  permission  was  obtained  to  moor  to 
the  New  Willard,  the  most  desirable  floating  dock  in  the  harbor.  Accordingly, 
Boatswains-mates  "Como"  Keller  and  "Bob"  Cary  were  sent  as  patrol  officers 
to  supervise  the  landing  party ;  they  carefully  laid  down  regulations  regarding 
the  use  of  sweet-spud  ammunition  and  the  contents  of  canteens,  and  appointed 
Fireman  "2   cl"   Ashbrook 
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to  act  in  the  sole  capacity 
of  water  tender.  General 
liberty  was  then  granted 
for  30  days. 

As  soon  as  the  Sweet- 
heart was  made  fast  in  her 
new  berth,  the  crew  was 
over  the  gang-plank.  The 
deck  force  made  hurried 
boat  trips  to  the  public 
buildings,  while  the  black 
gang  went  up  the  ventila- 
tor shaft  and  engaged  in  a 
tea  fight  on  the  hurricane 
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deck  of  the  New  Willard.  Among  those  present  on  that 
glorious  and  never-to-be-forgotten  occasion  were  "O.B." 
O'Brien,  "Tubby"  SlinglufF,  "Bill"  Teasley,  "Horn" 
Vaiden,  and  other  "snipes."  "Bull"  Stecher  thought  he 
saw  moving  pictures  of  the  Battle  of  Trafalgar,  and 
tossed  oars ;  otherwise  the  party  rowed  safely  ashore. 

When  the  good  ship  again  put  to  sea,  target  prac- 
tice was  in  progress  on  Worden  Bay.  After  six  weeks 
of  unsatisfactory  results,  Admiral  Douglas  Howard 
called  all  hands  aft  and  declared  that  war  was  im- 
inent.  A  fortnight  of  vigorous  preparation  followed; 
the  Admiral  then  transferred  our  Gunner's  Gang — 
Brown,  Gilchrist,  Howe,  Leonard,  McReavy,  Ralston, 
Redman,  Rodes,  and  Vaughn — to  the  flagship,  weighed 
anchor,  and  stood  for  Franklin  Sea,  under  orders  to 
find  and  destroy  the  Pride  of  the  Army. 

Early  in  the  afternoon  of  November  30th  the 
enemy  hove  in  sight,  and  General  Quarters  was  sounded.  The  battle  that 
ensued  is  now  a  matter  of  history ;  and  due  credit  for  our  decisive  victory  must 
be  given  the  Gunners  of  '14. 

"Old  Fourteen"  is  now  on  her  third  time  round,  wallowing  in  a  heavy  sea, 
and  with  a  badly  crippled  crew.  Our  heroes  who  escaped  the  battle  unscathed 
are  less  fortunate  among  the  perils  of  peace,  and  Steam,  Math,  and  English 
are  doing  their  deadly  work.  A  fearful  storm  is  brewing;  swallows  of  Mechan- 
isms skim  the  waves  of  Hydro-mechanics  emitting  weird  moans,  "Unsat,  unsat, 
unsat !" ;  flashes  of  sine-curve  lightning  are  seen  in  the  distance,  and  a  thun- 
derous growl  comes  from  the  English  coast.  But  we  pin  our  faith  to  the 
twelve  stars  in  '14's  ensign,  and  by  the  skilful  maneuvering  of  Skipper  Davis 
this  old  craft  will  weather  all  "tempestados"  and  make  harbor  in  a  safe  port.

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gIRST,  we  had  Plebe  Summer,  which  of  course  we 
never  appreciated  until  about  September  30,  1911. 
Then  came  Academic  Year  with  the  lesson  that 
plebes  is  plebes,  well  taught  in  the  basement  mess- 
hall.  Studies  worried  us  more  than  upperclass- 
men.  Many  a  plebe  gave  up  the  ghost,  and  a 
string  of  plebe  coffins  left  every  day  in  February. 
The  hardier  ones  survived  until  June  7  finally 
arrived  and  Plebe  Year  was  lost  in  the  scuffle  on 
Lovers'  Lane.  That  evening  the  Class  of  1915 
made  its  debut  at  the  Farewell  Ball. 

The  following  day — O  dies  irae — we  embarked 
with  joyous  anticipation  on  the  Massachusetts, 
the  veteran  of  two  midshipmen's  cruises.  That 
night  destroyed  much  of  our  joy,  for  the  main 
deck  was  like  a  poorly  ventilated  sardine  box.  Monday  we  dropped  down  the 
bay,  wallowing  behind  the  Utah  and  the  Delaware.  In  the  Roads  we  coaled, 
a  mere  pastime  compared  to  our  later  experience,  and  then  headed  all  alone 
for  northern  waters.  Saturday  we  reached  Provincetown :  in  the  meantime 
we  had  learned  the  difference  between  the  fo'c's'l  and  the  quarter-deck,  also 
what  $9.30-a-month  grub  is. 

After  two  weeks  communion  with  Race  Point  Light  and  Pilgrim  Monu- 
ment, we  resumed  "sea-going,"  anchoring  in  Gardiner's  Bay.  Here  was  our 
base  of  operations,  with  week-ends  at  New  London  and  Newport.  Here  we 
swam  twice  a  day — we  had  Swedish  hazing  every  morning — boat  drills — 
galley  races  in  the  sailing  launches  for  variety — turret  drills  unending.  For 
mental  diversion  we  sketched  anchors,  boilers,  and  wrote  at  length  on  collision 
mats  and  other  bric-a-brac.  Contrary  to  former  crab-cruise  usage,  we  scrubbed 
our  own  clothes,  presumably  in  saltwater.  Bancroft  Hall  standards  of  cleanli- 
ness   were    forgotten    and    we    adopted   instead    those    of   primeval    man.      We 


shoveled  coal  and  hoisted  ashes : 
we  drove  the  Massy  at  14  knots 
(for  a  half-hour)  on  the  dash 
to  Boston.  While  underway 
we  stood  watch  and  watch  and 
heaved  the  lead  constantly  ( zero 
in  occupations  : — turning  out 
at  5  A.  M.  to  heave  the  lead  in 
1700  fathoms!)

We  were  crowded  and  hard- 
worked,  the  food  was  poor,  the 
water  nauseating,  the  pap-sheets  loaded, — but,  we  had  fine  liberties,  with  more 
money  to  spend  than  had  those  who  were  with  the  fleet.  New  London  and  the 
Griswold  treated  us  royally,  with  Newport  a  close  second.  We  received  at 
three  hops  on  the  quarter-deck,  the  last  one  being  memorable  as  our  farewell 
to  New  London.  Boston  and  Revere  Beach  were  interesting,  while  New  York 
liberty  and  the  "Winsome  Widow"  were  the  best  of  all.  Even  Provincetown 
liberty  recalls  some  strange  experiences  such  as  plebe  year  never  produced. 
There  were  many  things  we  with  reason  did  not  like,  yet  it  was  a  profitable 
summer,  clustering  with  reminiscences  innumerable. 

Late  in  August  we  embarked  the  football  squad  in  the  Roads,  landed  them 
at  Annapolis,   picked   up  the   third   steamer,   and   went  to   Solomon's.      There

WITH  the  summer  of 
1912  there  was  inaugu- 
rated an  entirely  new 
method  of  sending  the 
midshipmen  on  practice  cruise. 
This  radical  departure  con- 
sisted in  assigning  the  First  and 
Second  Classes  to  the  ships  of 
the  Atlantic  Fleet,  while  the 
new-made  Youngsters  were  put 
aboard  the  U.  S.  S.  Massa- 
chusetts for  a  cruise  along  the 
coast.  The  First  Division  of 
the  Fleet  came  to  Annapolis 
and  received  its  quota  of  mid- 
shipmen on  June  8th,  the  com- 
plements for  the  Second  Divi- 
sion joined  their  ships  at 
Hampton  Roads  the  following 
week,  while  the  midshipmen  de- 
tailed to  the  Second  Squadron  proceeded  to  southern  waters  as  passengers  aboard  the  San 
Francisco.  The  nature  of  this  cruise  and  the  very  different  experiences  of  the  midshipmen 
on  the  various  ships  render  impossible  a  complete  account  of  the  summer's  adventures;  as 
a    substitute,   we    present    the  impressions  gained  from  several  viewpoints. 

ABOARD  THE  DREADNAUGHTS 

"Four  N  Yell,  one  Navy,  and  three  First  Division's!"  It  was  heartily  given,  and  as 
the  Standish  swung  slowly  out  from  her  moorings  we  waved  a  reluctant  farewell  to  the 
fluttering  handkerchiefs  and  parasols  on  the  sea-wall,  and  turned  our  eyes  toward  the  four 
huge  dreadnaughts,  Florida,  Utah,  North  Dakota,  and  Delaware,  which  were  anchored  far 
out  in  the  roadstead.  These  were  to  be  our  home  for  the  summer,  and  in  spite  of  the 
memories  of  the  recent  glories  of 
June  Week,  it  was  not  without 
eagerness  that  we  looked  forward 
to  this  cruise  with  the  Fleet.  We 
were  now  to  see  for  ourselves  the 
marvelous  and  highly  efficient 
"fleet  methods"  so  constantly 
dinned  in  our  ears  by  profs  and 
discipline   officers. 

From  the  very  start,  this 
cruise  was  as  different  from  those 
nightmares  of  Youngster  and  Sec- 
ond Class  summers  as  the  Florida 
is  different  from  the  Massie.  The 
day  after  embarkation  the  Dela- 
ware bunch  were  granted  mid- 
night liberty;  and  they  visited  not 
only    the    City    of    Annapolis    but 
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Baltimore  and  Washington  as  well,  inciting  great  envy  among  those  still  confined  to  Academic 
Limits.  As  the  summer  grew  older  we  learned  to  appreciate  more  and  more  the  blessings 
which  had  been  showered  upon  us.  In  the  first  place,  our  quarters  far  surpassed  those  in 
which  we  had  somehow  managed  to  exist  in  the  Crab  Fleet.  On  the  Utah,  midshipmen  were 
occupying  some  of  the  staterooms  intended  for  an  admiral's  staff,  and  the  Florida  gang  had 
the  freedom  of  the  J.  O.  Messroom.  For  us  there  was  no  more  scrubbing  of  clothes  and 
hammocks,  and  in  many  cases  no  hammocks  to  swing  and  lash,  for  cots  became  the  style 
early  in  the  summer.  The  general  mess  fare,  with  a  few  added  delicacies,  was  quite  an 
improvement  over  our  former  experiences.  Mid-watches  were  rare  indeed;  and  best  of  all, 
reveille  was  usually  at  7:30.  On  the  Florida  it  was  the  custom  not  to  turn  out  until  the 
butter  was  brought  on  the  table.  Liberty 
was  plentiful,  and  on  some  ships  a  few 
days  leave  now  and  then  was  not  un- 
common. 

We  went  to  Boston  to  help  the  Bean- 
eaters  celebrate  Bunker  Hill  Day;  when 
we   roamed    alone   in   the   streets   we   were 
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usually  taken  for  bandsmen  or  Salvation  Army  officers,  and  a  few  clays  at  the  hub  of  the 
universe  was  quite  sufficient  for  most  of  us.  As  a  place  to  make  a  big  liberty,  Provincetown 
was,  of  course,  entirely  out  of  the  question.  But  in  Newport,  where  we  spent  most  of  the 
summer,  we  were  duly  appreciated  by  the  summer  girls,  and  showed  our  gratitude  by  treat- 
ing them  to  the  pleasure  of  our  company  as  often  as  possible.  The  dances  at  the  hotels 
and  casinos  were  never  complete  without  us,  and  many  parties  on  shipboard  helped  to  make 
life  merry. 

But  there  was  a  more  serious  side  to  the  cruise,  and  we  found  it  quite  the  most  valuable 
practical  experience  we  could  hope  to  get  as  midshipmen.  The  amount  of  work  we  did 
depended  largely  on  the  character  of  the  officer  in  charge;  on  some  ships  several  note  books 
were  needed  to  contain  the  vast  quantities  of  Nav.  and  general  information  with  which  we 
were  expected  to  fill  our  idle  brains,  while  on  others  sextants  became  mouldy  with  dust  and 
sketching   subjects   were   unknown.      On    all   ships,   however,   our   performance   of   watch    and 

division    duties    met   with    general    approval,    and    we

It  was  a  good  cruise;  the  insight  we  had  into 
the  real  Navy  forms  an  invaluable  part  of  our  prepa- 
ration for  the  Service.  The  sea  duty  of  former 
summers  was  not  to  be  compared  to  this;  but  when 
we  disembarked,  every  man  of  us  was  glad  that  the 
next  time  he  shipped  he  would  be  Ensign,  U.  S.  N. 
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NAVY    YARD 
NAVIGATORS 

The  eventful  cruise  of 
the  midshipmen  of  the 
Second  Division  began 
with  a  week  aboard  the 
U.  S.  S.  Bancroft  Hall, 
and  except  for  the  Ala- 
bama, she  was  the  slow- 
est ship  any  of  us  were 
aboard  all  summer.  But 
compared  with  the  de- 
lights of  an  overcrowded 
passenger  ship  like  the 
Frisco,  we  were  well  con- 
tent with  steam  drills, 
Dago  lectures,  three 
squares  a  day,  and  Crab- 
town  liberties.  We  en- 
dured this  blissful  exist- 
ence for  a  week,  then  stowed  our  dunnage  aboard  the  Standish,  and  started  gaily  down  the 
bay  on  the  swift  little  Bailey.  Our  first  experience  at  torpedo-boating  was  not  just  the 
picnic  party  we  had  anticipated;  huddled  under  the  tiny  awnings  to  find  shelter  from  the 
rain  and  spray,  those  of  us  who  had  not  lost  our  breakfasts  had  little  relish  for  lunch,  and 
we  were  glad  enough  to  find  the  broad-beamed  Standish  at  Hampton  Roads,  ready  to 
transfer  us  to  our  summer  homes. 

The  week  of  maneuvers  off  Cape  Henry  served  to  give  us  our  sea  legs,  and  get  us 
shaken  down  in  our  new  quarters.  Two  weeks  after  the  Farewell  Ball  we  were  at  anchor 
off  Annapolis  while  en  route  to  Baltimore,  and  had  not  yet  been  out  of  sight  of  land, — 
surely  a  sea-going  cruise !  When  we  reached  the  convention  city,  the  Louisiana  and  Kansas 
went  up  to  Canton  Hollow,  and  moored  between  a  fertilizer  factory  on  one  side  and  the 
malodorous,  slimy,  stagnant  water  of  the  upper  harbor  on  the  other,  while  the  New  Hamp- 
shire and  South  Carolina  remained  at  the  quarantine  anchorage  opposite  Sparrow's  Point. 
The  first  two  ships  had  the  pleasant  duty  of  entertaining  swarms  of  visitors,  while  the  others 
swung  peacefully  to  the  tide  in  the  heat  of  a  Baltimore  summer. 

An  end  to  the  delights  of  Baltimore  came  all  too  soon.  As  a  precursor  of  what  was  in 
store  for  us  the  rest  of  the  summer,  the  South  Carolina's  complement  was  divided  among 
the  other  ships  when  she  left  us  for  dry-dock,  and  the  division  steamed  out  of  the  bay  with 
the  Louisiana  bound  for  Bristol,  the  Kansas  for  Gloucester,  and  the  New  Hampshire  for 
Bar  Harbor.  In  these  hospitable  ports  we  celebrated  our  first  American  Fourth  of  July  in 
three  years,  then  put  to  sea  again  to  join  the  Fleet  at  Newport.  The  morning  after  our 
arrival  occurred  the  first  of  the  series  of  mishaps  that  made  the  cruise  adventurous:  during  a 
dense  fog  the  New  Hampshire  was  rammed  by  the  steamer  Commonwealth,  and  we  heard 
Collision  Quarters  sounded  in  dead 
earnest.  The  injured  ship  re- 
mained at  Newport  a  week  for 
temporary  repairs  sufficient  to 
carry  her  to  the  Navy  Yard,  and 
to  our  great  delight  the  midship- 
men aboard  went  to  New  York 
with   her. 

There  followed  two  weeks  of 
liberty  in  the  metropolis, — with 
everybody  broke.  Geisenhoff  es- 
caped to  New  Haven  and  Obie 
Hull  to  Oneida;  Geer  had  his 
thrilling  adventure,  and  the  rest 
of  us  took  gun-deck  sights  when 
the  ennui  could  not  otherwise  be 
relieved.     Finally  officers  and  crew 
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were  transferred  to  the  Alabama,  a  cast-off  relic  of  World  Cruise  days;  her  machinery  was  in 
bad  condition  (melted  a  bearing  between  the  Navy  Yard  and  Tompkinsville),  and  after  a 
week  spent  putting  the  ship  in  shape  she  couldn't  go  faster  than  six  knots.  By  using  forced 
draft  we  managed  to  get  into  Newport  against  the  tide,  and  there  we  lay  at  anchor  while 
the  Fleet  maneuvers  were  going  on  outside.  Finally  the  old  ship  wheezed  down  the  coast 
to  the  Hotel  Chamberlain,  where  we  bid  her  a  fond  farewell  and  went  on  leave  rejoicing. 
And  now  the  profs  wonder  why  we  bust  on  Nav  P -works. 

WITH  THE  SECOND  SQUADRON 

Those  of  us  who  were  assigned  to  the  Third  and  Fourth  Divisions  will  never  forget  our 
trip  on  the  Frisco;  we  did  not  expect  to  have  many  comforts,  but  a  third  of  a  bucket  of  fresh 
water  twice  a  day  made  Crab  Cruise  accommodations  appear  palatial.  Had  it  not  been  for 
the  diversions  of  investigating  the  inner  workings  of  Naval  Defense  Mines,  the  whole  passenger 
list  would  have  been  forty  per  cent  before  we  reached  Key  West.  Our  happy  dreams  of 
recent  June  Week  would  be  rudely  routed  by  the  bos'n's  hoarse  call,  "Now  all  the  midship- 
men swing  in  their  own  billets,"  or  Leighton  falling  from  dreamland  to  Ireland  as  he  dropped 
ten  feet  into  the  Harp's  hammock.  But  the  weather  was  fine,  and  we  steamed  through  seas 
of  jelly  fish  with  Pickering  the  only  philanthropist  willing  to  feed  them. 
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With  joy  in  our  hearts  we  sighted  the  reefs  of  Key  West,  and  cheered  the  New  Jersey, 
Nebraska,  and  Georgia  complements  who  left  us  to  join  their  ships.  In  the  Island  City,  with 
it's  one  cafe  and  solitary  ice-cream  parlor,  we  left  Shanty  O'Keefe  and  Christy  Mathews  to 
their  conquests  with  the  fair  ones,  and  slipped  out  of  the  harbor  at  sunset,  waking  next  morn- 
ing to  find  Morro  Castle  in  full  view.  It  was  not  without  a  thrill  that  we  passed  the  Maine's 
first  grave  as  the  Frisco  joined  the  Washington  and  Rhode  Island  at  the  anchorage.  The 
rusty  bell  of  the  old  castle  answered  our  salute  and  welcomed  us  for  our  short  stay  at  Havana, — 
just  long  enough  to  disembark  our  comrades,  glowing  with  anticipation  of  adventures  among  the 
revolutionists. 

With  the  ship's  company  thinned  down  to  normal  proportions,  the  trip  under  the  beautiful 
southern  skies  to  Guantanamo  was  really  enjoyable,  and  we  made  port  on  the  tenth  day  out 
from  Crabtown.  There  was  great  excitement  among  the  Mississippi's  complement,  for  they 
were  hustled  to  "the  front"  at  once,  and  came  back  with  thrilling  tales  of  having  seen  a  rebel 
camp  in  the  distance.  Our  first  days  of  acquaintance  with  the  tropic  sun  were  enlivened  by 
early  morning  trips  to  Caimanera  with  the  market  boat,  drills  on  the  rifle  range,  and  swim- 
ming parties  over  on  Hiacacal  Beach.  It  was  a  happy  day  when  the  collier  came  alongside 
to  fill  our  bunkers  for  the  trip  north,  and  on  July  6th  we  started  for  our  own  United  States. 

Pointing  drills  and  Nav.  occupied  the  days  at  sea.  We  were  all  anxious  to  get  to  a 
home  port, — six  weeks  without  seeing  a  white  man's  restaurant  was  an  awful  punishment  to 
most  of  us.  The  delay  in  the  fog  off  Narragansett  was  an  aggravation,  but  the  time  we 
had  when  we  hit  the  beach  made  up  for  many  deprivations.  A  few  days  in  Newport  and 
Jamestown  served  to  put  us  in  form,  so  that  we  were  able  to  compete  socially  with  our  class- 
mates who  had  stayed  in  the  north.  Then  we  visited  New  London,  the  town  made  famous  by 
tales  of  the  old  coast  cruises.  Doc  Walton  acted  as  guide  for  us,  and  we  took  in  everything 
from  Ocean  View  to  the  Griswold. 

To  make  complete  our  tour  of  the  East  Coast,  the  Second  Squadron, — all  that  was  left  of 
it, — ended  the  summer  by  an  excursion  into  the  Bay  of  Fundy.  Then  we  sailed  for  Hampton 
Roads  and  Annapolis,  and  it  was  a  happy  crowd  of  midshipmen  who  sighted  Bancroft  Hall 
on  the  morning  of  August  29th,  their  last  practise  cruise  completed. 
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>N  the  evening  of  September  29,  1911,  the 
'Class  of  1913,  U.  S.  N.  A."  met  at  the  New 
Willard  Hotel  in  Washington,  to  celebrate 
in  feast  and  song  the  "halfway  mark"  of  the  four- 
year  hatching  period  in  Uncle  Sam's  Naval  Officer 
Incubator.  They  were  the  seasoned  salts  of  two 
sea-going  foreign  cruises,  the  survivors  of  the  perils 
of  "Youngster  Calc,"  and  the  proud  boasters  of  two 
"Sept.  leaves," — well  qualified,  in  fact,  to  mark  their 
progress  by  the  traditional  "Second  Class  Supper." 
It  was  a  bountiful  feast,  all  right,  as  any  of 
the  partakers  thereof  will  testify.  Also,  some  very  clever  speeches  were  made, 
this  fact  being  proved  by  the  list  of  "Toasts"  on  the  Menu  Card.  But  little 
heed  was  paid  either  to  food  or  to  orations,  for  before  the  second  course  was 
served,  the  ships  of  "1913,"  from  dreadnought  to  des- 
troyer, were  steaming  along  under  forced  draft,  down 
rivers  of  Sparkling  Burgundy,  across  bays  of  Claret 
and  Haute  Sauterne,  and  on  to  the  ocean  of  White  Seal 
Champagne  beyond,  thankful  that  White  Rock,  at  least, 
had  no  "jagged  edges"  for  them  to  fear. 

Under  such  conditions,  the  memory  of  man  is  not 
susceptible  to  impression.  Therefore,  although  several 
members  of  the  class  are  "pretty  sure"  that  a  flash- 
light photograph  was  taken,  and  others  "almost  cer- 
tain"  that  we  sang  our  class  song, — who  knows?  Of 
one  fact,  however,  we  are  all  positive, — that  it  was  a 
grand  and  glorious  occasion,  never  before  equaled,  and 
never  to  be  surpassed.

Once  on  the  toboggan,  it  seemed 
that  the  slump  would  never 
stop.  Captain  Rodes  was 
temporarily  out  of  the  game, 
new  material  was  being 
tested,  and  Swarthmore  had 
an  easy  victory.  The  team 
braced  somewhat  before  the 
next  game,  and  Pittsburgh 
had  to  be  content  with  scor- 
ing on  us.  And  the  follow- 
ing Friday  we  won  from 
Western   Reserve,  playing  in 
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CAPTAIN    RODES 
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the  rain.  Confidence  was  coming  back,  the  horizon 
was  clearing,  and  we  could  sec  a  fighting  chance 
ahead.      Then — Navy   lost   to   Bucknell. 

Will  any  man  in  the  Brigade,  least  of  all  any 
man  on  the  squad,  ever  forget  that  Sunday  night 
mass  meeting  of  curs  ?  That  speech  of  bitter, 
burning  sentences,  to  which  we  listened  downcast, 
in  silence,  was  the  turning  point  of  the  season. 
In  the  week  that  followed  we  saw  a  team  developed, 
such  as  the  whole  previous  season  had  not 
produced.  Every  man  on  edge,  every  man 
throwing  himself  into  every  play,  every  man 
fighting  every  minute — the  41-0  rolled  up 
against  A.  &  M.  spelled  a  true  Navy  victory. 
Now  there  was  no  falling  back,  the  improvement 
was  daily  more  evident.  The  local  season  ended 
with  New  York  University  the  victim  of  a  39-0

score.      A  week — all  too  short — remained  to   make 
final   preparations   for   the   Army. 

There  was  half  a  season's  work  to  be  done  in 
tho.se  few  days :  the  teamwork  was  still  rough,  and 
we  had  to  learn  to  block  the  Army  plays,  especially 
the  forward  pass,  and  the  men  for  several  im- 
portant positions  were  yet  to  be  decided  on.  The 
short  of  the  story  is — we  did  it.  Not  only  the 
team  was  fighting,  heart  and  body,  but  the  entire 
Brigade  was  worked  up  to  such  a  spirit  and  en- 
thusiasm as  to  completely  eclipse  the  demonstra- 
tions of  previous  years.  As  we  count  the  success 
of  our  football  team  by  the  results  of  the  Army 
game,  for  1913  the  word  should  be  spelled   with  a 
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capital  S.  That  such  a  season  should  be  crowned 
with  victory  is  sufficient  evidence  that  Navy  spirit 
maintains  its  standard.  To  the  coaches  we  wish  to 
extend  the  gratitude  of  the  Service  and  of  the  Bri- 
gade;  working  through  a  season  of  discouragements, 
bearing  the  brunt  of  the  sarcasm  and  knocks  that 
rained  from  all  sides,  they  brought  us  through  to 
victory.  Hats  off  and  bottoms  up  as  we  raise  high 
a  glass  to  their  names  and  memory  !

At   1 :50   the  rival  captains,   "Pete"   Rodes   and   "Bearcat"   Devore,   shook 
hands  over  the  toss  for  goal ;  luck  favored  the  Army  and  the  Bearcat  chose 


to  defend  the  western  end,  where  a  slight  wind  favored  him.  The  teams  lined 
up  for  the  kick-off,  and  at  exactly  &  P.  M.  "Big  Babe"  Brown  kicked  the 
ball  to  Devore,  who  ran  it  back  to  his  38-yard  line.  The  next  five  minutes 
was  a  time  of  agony  for  the  Brigade :  by  a  splendid  exhibition  of  open  and 
mass  plays,  Army  carried  the  ball  to  Navy's  17-yard  line;  every  man  held 
his  breath  as  Keyes  stepped  back  for  a  drop-kick,  and  when  the  attempt  failed 
there  went  up  a  shout  that  shook  the  stand.

Then  every  midshipman's  heart  again  leaped  to  his  mouth :  Markoe 

blocked  one  of  Leonard's  punts  on  Navy's  30-yard  line,  and   started  for  the 

goal  with  Devore  to  interfere  for  him.     But  little  Pud  eluded  the  Bearcat,  and 

by  a  miraculous  tackle  nailed  his  man  on  the  15-yard  line.     Again  Tecumseh 

was  with  us,  for  after  two  unsuccessful  plunges  Army  fumbled,  and  Gilchrist 

got  the  ball. 

From   then    on,    Navy   had    the   edge   on    their   opponents    and   forced    the 
fighting.      Twice    Babe    Brown    tried    goals    from    placement,    both    excellent 
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ranging  shots,  the  second — kicked  from  the  48-yard  line — falling  only  a  few 
feet  short.  When  the  Army  put  the  ball  in  play  again,  they  kicked  to  Rodes, 
and  Pete  came  back  to  their  40-yard  line.  The  Army  was  penalized  15-yards, 
and  then  Babe  himself  planted  the  ball  on  their  12-yard  line  on  a  fake  kick 
play.  With  a  swing  of  his  good  right  leg  the  husky  giant  sent  the  pigskin 
squarely  between  the  posts — Navy  3-Army  O !  The  North  Stand  broke  loose 
in  pandemonium. 

This  was  the  fourth  period,  but  time  yet  remained  to  double  the  score.

We  have  mourned  the  loss  of  Dalton,  but  the  combination  of  Brown  and 
Leonard  turned  the  trick  as  well  as  Dolly  himself  could  wish.  Ail-American 
honors  are  none  too  high  for  Babe,  and  as  a  punter  Pud  Leonard — the  lightest 
man  on  the  field — is  Dalton's  able  successor.  As  Walter  Camp  said  after 
the  game,  it  was  head  work  that  won,  and  Captain  Peter  Rodes  did  the  head 
work.      Harrison's    splendid    defensive    game    and    McReavy's    line    plunging 
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called  forth  the  admiration  of  the  experts — Mac  was  never  down 
until  there  were  three  men  on  top  of  him.  And  the  Navy  line — 
their  work  was  the  envy  of  visiting  coaches.  Ask  Jimmy  Hall 
why  "Captain  Devore  failed  to  play  in  his  usual  form."  Last 
but  not  least,  the  Navy  cheer  leader  comes  in  for  recognition :  not 
a  man  on  the  team  worked  harder  than  did  "Froggy"  Gillette  in 
fostering  and  developing  the  Brigade  spirit.  " — the  Navy  wins 
today,  today,  the  Navy  wins  today !"

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SUCCESSFUL  SEASON"   is  certainly   the  epitaph  to   be  awarded 
to    the    Gymnasium    Team    of    1913.      It    was    one    of    the    best 
balanced  teams  the  Navy  has  had,  and  by  consistent  and  con- 
scientious  work  succeeded   in   winning  all    the  meets,   thereby 
reaching   the   mark   set   by   our   Gym  Teams  for  the   past    few 
years.      The    season    opened    with    the    Inter-Company    Cham- 
pionships,  which    resulted   as   follows:     Horizontal   Bar, 
Hatch.    '13;    Parallel    Bars,    Quinlan,    '13;    Plving   Rings. 
,0.    T.    Hull,    '13;    Side    Horse.     Darrow,    '15;    Tumbling. 
Gillette.  '13;  Indian  Clubs.  Wotherspoon,  '15;  All-round 
Champion.    Gillette,    '13. 

The  first  meet  was  with  Columbia,  and  all  hands 
worked  in  mid-season  form,  winning  by  a  score  of  41-12 
The  second  meet  we  won  from  New  York  University,  27-18;  the  team  showed  improve- 
ment, all  working  with  the  form  and  snap  that  is  characteristic  of  seasoned  gymnasts. 
To  close  the  season,  we  met  Pennsylvania,  and  these  excellent  opponents  brought  out  the 
best   we   had,   with  the   result   that   we   won,   32-22. 

The  coaching  of  Mr.  Mang  was  an  invaluable  factor  in  our  success.  The  ever  present 
dread  of  sprains,  breaks,  and  bad  falls,  that  besets  a  gym  team,  seemed  to  be  absent  this 
year,  and  there  were  no  casualties.  Even  Fletcher  failed  to  arouse  the  audience  to  nerv- 
ous tension  with  any  of  his  famous  suicidal  demonstrations  that  used  to  startle  us.  The 
loss  by  graduation  of  our  champion  tumbler.  Captain  Gillette,  and  of  Skinner  and  Hull, 
who  have  performed  consistently  on  the  rings,  will  be  severely  felt.  Hatch,  who  sur- 
prised us  last  year  by  walking  off  with  the  bacon  and  has  since  been  our  mainstay  on 
the  horizontal  bar,  and  Quinlan,  whose  ability  has  been  displayed  this  year,  will  also 
graduate.

The  uniform 
success  of  our  shows  is  to  be  largely  attributed  to  the  good  offices  and  generous  efforts 
of  Charley  Morgan,  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  Mask  and  Wig'  Club,  who  has 
given  us  freely  of  his  time  and  ingenuity.  But  this  season  he  was  unable  to  be  with  us, 
and  all  the  more  credit  should  be  assigned  to  Dodd  and  his  collaborators,  who,  unaided, 
wrote,   produced,   and   acted    this   clever,   snappy  little   musical   show. 

Now  that  Dodd  has  graduated.  Hull  has  fallen  heir  to  the  heavy  responsibilities  and 
well-earned  honors  of  leader  of  this  organization.  His  good  work  for  the  Minstrel  Show 
on  the  Hundredth  Night  before  graduation,  gives  promise  of  the  triumph  that  is  to 
follow  in  June.  The  Minstrel  Show  was  a  scream,  and  quite  up  to  the  standard  of  past 
performances;  the  songs  were  well  sung  and  fairly  new,  and  the  jokes  were  neither  more 
nor  less  be-whiskered  than  usual.  The  hit  of  the  evening,  however,  was  the  sketch,  "A

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THE  fencing  team  started  the  season  with  a  large,  enthusiastic  squad 
of  good  fighters,  who  made  up  in  aggressiveness  what  they  lacked 
in  veteran  skill.  For  none  of  the  men  had  been  on  the  team  before, 
and  all  started  with  an  equal  chance  to  be  one  of  the  chosen  three. 
Our  captain,  Blandy,  worked  up  interest  to  such  an  extent  that  at  the  end 
of  the  first  three  months  of  practice  there  were  six  men  about  equally  matched. 
We  started  meets  early  in  December,  aiming  to  give  as  much  experience  as  pos- 
sible to  the  men  who  would  represent  Navy  in  New  York.  From  the  fencing 
clubs  we  hoped  to  gain  valuable  experience  that  older  fencers  alone  could 
give ;  in  the  college  teams  we  met  the  more  spirited  men  who  brought  out  the 
fight  in  our  men. 

Starting  with  the  fencers  of  the  Baltimore  Athletic  Club,  we  made  an 
excellent  showing  against  old  hands  at  the  game.  Columbia  and  Harvard  lost 
to  us  5 — 4  and  7 — 2.  The  meet  with  New  York  Turn  Verein  gave  Cochrane, 
our  saber  man,  a  chance  to  show  his  ability  with  his  weapon.  Pennsylvania 
also  met  defeat  at  our  hands,  7 — 2.  The  only  college  team  to  beat  us  on 
home  territory  was  Cornell,  who  won  by  a  close  margin  of  5 — 4. 

On  March  8  the  Intercollegiate  Preliminaries  were  held  in  the  Gymnasium. 
The  newest  member  of  the  Association,  University  of  Pittsburg,  was  repre- 
sented, and  while  they  failed  to  take  any  bouts,  they  showed  an  excellent 
foundation  in  the  sport.  Princeton  defaulted,  leaving  Pennsylvania  and  Navy 
to  share  honors,  13 — 14. 
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Three  separate  times  during  the  season  we  picked  a  team,  only  to  change 
later.  A  reversal  of  form  caused  us  to  lose  Blandy  as  captain,  Dunn  succeed- 
ing to  that  post.  Maybe  this  frequent  changing  of  the  men  caused  our  ulti- 
mate downfall.  For  while  every  man  fought  well  and  hard  in  the  bouts  at  the 
Astor,  they  failed  to  land  in  the  coveted  first  place.  Columbia  carried  off  the 
team  championship,  with  Cornell  and  Pennsylvania  fighting  hard  for  second. 
Navy  came  in  fourth,  with  Harvard  "anchor  team."  Hans  led  for  Navy,  win- 
ning a  good  proportion  of  his  bouts.  Dunn,  Lingo,  Gray  and  Glennon  worked 
hard  and  consistently  throughout.  That  we  were  defeated  is  to  the  credit  of 
the  winners ! 
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The  fence-off  between  Northrop  of  Columbia,  O'Connor  of  Cornell,  and 
McPherson  of  Pennsylvania  for  individual  honors  was  close  and  exciting,  being 
decided  in  McPherson's  favor  after  numerous  ties. 

Throughout  the  season  Mr.  Fournon,  head  coach,  worked  on  the  basis  of 
aggressiveness  and  fight,  looking  always  to  the  Finals  and  a  chance  to  lick 
the  Army.  Lieut.  Oakley  and  Mr.  Morrison  assisted  him  in  rounding  out  the 
team,  and  their  work  has  been  greatly  appreciated. 

Perhaps  our  greatest  disappointment  was  the  withdrawal  of  the  Army 
from  the  Intercollegiate — we  hope  they  will  return  next  year  so  we  can  meet 
them  when  we  regain  the  "Little  Iron  Man."

Trophy-  We  had  a  very  inexperienced  team,  but  the  fellows  did  well  and  came 
out  with  the  big  end  of  a  1565  to  14-A4  score,  the  team  as  a  whole  doing  better 
than  in  the  previous  match,  when  conditions  were  better. 

The  work  of  the  year  was  made  more  interesting  by  the  addition  to  the 
course  of  the  surprise  fire  at  200  yards,  and  also  by  the  presence  of  the  Amer- 
ican  Olympic  Team,  which  later  did  so  well  at  Stockholm. 

There  is  some  probability  that  our  rifle  teams  of  the  near  future  may 
meet  the  West  Pointers.  When  they  do,  we  are  confident  that  we  can  show 
the  Gray  Legs  something  worth  while  on  the  firing  line.  It  is  greatly  to  be 
hoped  that  the  Naval  Academy  may  be  represented  this  year  in  the  Interna- 
tional Matches  at  Camp  Perry.  This  is  our  only  professional  sport,  and  it 
has. the  great  advantage  that  it  throws  the  midshipman  into  contact  with  teams 
from  all  branches  of  the  Service. 
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TENNIS  at  the  Naval  Academy  has  been  on  a  team  basis  for  the  past 
three  3rears,  with  excellent  results.     The  policy  is  now  to  play  at  least 

a  six-match  schedule  with  various  colleges  throughout  the  South  and 
East.  Up  to  this  year  there  have  been  but  fifteen  courts  for  the  use  of  mid- 
shipmen. Now  twenty-six  new  courts  have  been  made  in  the  basin,  giving 
ample  facilities  for  the  sport.  At  least  two  hundred  midshipmen  enjoy  the 
sport  in  season,  and  the  courts  are  always  full. 

During  the  three  years  of  team  play  we  have  won  thirteen  matches  out 
of  eighteen  played,  and  tied  two,  with  but  three  defeats  in  as  many  years — 
an  excellent  record.  The  singles  championship  has  been  held  by  Fulton,  '12, 
for  one  year,  and  by  Parmelee,  '13,  for  three  years.  Fulton  and  Sampson, 
Fulton  and  Parmelee,  and  Parmelee  and  Popham  have  been  the  doubles  cham- 
pions. Parmelee  is  captain  for  this  year,  and  there  are  two  other  team  men 
left  to  start  the  new  season,  Popham,  '14,  and  Godfrey,  '15.  With  plenty  of 
good  new  material  in  hand  and  a  good  schedule,  there  is  a  bright  outlook  for 
this  sport.

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HE  1912  lacrosse  team  was  undoubtedly  the  best  we  ever 
had,  although  early  indications  did  not  promise  a  brilliant 
season.  The  first  game  gave  us  a  victory  over  Baltimore 
City  College  by  the  score  of  4 — 2 — not  a  remarkable  achieve- 
ment, considering  the  rating  of  our  opponents.  However, 
at  the  height  of  the  season  our  team  outplayed  the  Crescent 
Athletic  Club,  which  then,  as  always,  had  one  of  the  best 
and  most  experienced  lacrosse  teams  in  the  country.  We 
did  not  win  by  a  large  margin,  but  we  led  throughout  the 
game;  from  the  very  start  it  was  plain  that  we  were  having 
the  best  of  it. 

The  excellence  of  the  team  was  chiefly  due  to  the  efforts 
of  our  coach,  George  Finlayson.  This  was  his  second  season 
with  us,  and  the  effects  of  his  careful  and  thorough  coaching 
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were  very  apparent  in  our  play.  Before  his  coming  we  had  depended  chiefly  on  football 
tactics  to  win  our  games,  and  our  stick  work  had  been  very  ragged.  But  during  the  season 
of  1912,  the  team  play  and  stick  work  at  its  best  compared  very  favorably  with  that  of  teams 
composed  of  such  veteran  players  as  are  the  Crescents  and  Mt.  Washington. 

No  little  credit  is  also  due  to  Captain  LaMountain  for  our  splendid  showing.  His  judg- 
ment and  experience,  together  with  his  excellence  as  a  goal  keeper,  did  a  great  deal  to  improve 
the  team.  His  graduation,  and  that  of  Hamilton,  McDonald,  and  Sanborn,  is  a  great  loss  to 
the  squad.  Except  for  these  four,  the  team  and  a  strong  squad  of  good  material  is  on  hand  for 
the  season  of  1913.  With  Finlayson  again  coaching,  we  hope  for  a  year  even  more  successful 
than  1912.

AVE  you  ever  stood  on  the  foc'sle  of  the  Standish, 
straining  your  eyes  to  catch  the  gleam  of  the  oars 
far  down  the  Severn,  and  clearing  your  throat  for 
a  lusty  yell  as  the  Navy  crew  sweeps  across  the 
line?  Then  you  have  seen  the  excitement  and  glory 
of  the  sport,  but  not  the  long  months  of  hard,  back- 
aching  work  that  led  up  to  it.  In  1912,  practice 
started  in  February ;  the  wealth  of  material  report- 
ing at  the  tank  indicated  that  the  man  who  rowed 
on  the  Varsity  would  certainly  have  to  work  for 
his  place.  Before  the  month  was  over,  after  many 
shifts  and  changes,  Dick  Glendon  finally  boated  a 
crew  which  gave  great  promise  in  its  first  workouts 
on  the  river. 

On  April  27th  the  Harvard  second  crew  met 
our  second  eight  in  the  opening  race  of  the  season. 
With  a  good  start,  the  shells  hung  together  for  the 
first  quarter  mile ;  then  Navy  began  to  gain  stead- 
ily, and  with  a  wonderful  spurt,  finished  nearly 
seven  lengths  ahead.  Next  came  a  mile  brush  be- 
tween the  Varsity  and  the  Graduate  Crew,  which 
included  six  N  men  of  the  previous  year.  Although 
the  ensigns  had  but  five  days'  training  previous  to 
the  race,  they  gave  the  Varsity  some  trouble  to  finish  a  length  ahead. 

Pennsylvania  sent  her  Varsity  and  Freshman  crews  to  Annapolis  on  May 
4th.  The  two  Varsity  eights  raced  over  the  two-mile  course.  Navy  won  easily 
by  five  lengths.  Our  Plebes,  rowing  the  mile  and  a  half  course,  after  an  ex- 
citing race  for  a  mile,  pulled  away  from  the  Freshmen  and  defeated  them  by  a 
length. 

With  the  defeat  in  1911  still  rankling,  our  crew  redoubled  their  efforts  to 
prepare  for  Columbia  on  the  next  Saturday,  May  11th.  As  the  New  Yorkers 
practiced  on  the  Severn  in  the  morning,  it  was  evident  that  they  had  the  best 
form  of  all  crews  seen  on  the  river  last  Spring.  Navy  anticipated  all  the 
greater  honor  of  victory,  but  revenge  was  not  to  be ;  old  Boreas  befriended  the 
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visitors  and  kicked  up  such 
a  sea  in  the  harbor  that  the 
race  was  postponed  from 
hour  to  hour,  and  finally 
called  off.  So  our  crew 
made  vows  for  next  year. 

There  followed  a  week 
of  good,  hard  practice  for 
the  final  race.  Syracuse 
Varsity  and  second  crews 
came  down  on  the  16th,  and 
had  two  days  to  work  out 
on  the  river.  On  Saturday 
the  Ariel  Boat  Club  of 
Baltimore  sent  an  eight  to 
meet  the  Plebes,  and  the 
Arundels,  of  the  same  city,  entered  their  famous  four  against  ours. 

The  Navy  Varsity  four  started  the  ball  rolling,  defeating  the  Arundels 
by  six  lengths  over  the  one  and  one-half  mile  course  in  the  remarkable  time  of 
6  minutes  17  seconds — one  of  the  fastest  races  ever  rowed  by  an  amateur  four 
in  this  country.  Over  the  same  course  the  Plebes  ran  away  from  the  Ariels, 
winning  by  three  lengths  in  6  :02. 

The  last  race  of  the  day  was  a  four-cornered,  two-mile  affair  between 
Syracuse  and  Navy,  Varsity  and  second  crews.  The  two  Varsities  left  the 
second  crews  at  the  start;  in  the  first  quarter  mile  Syracuse  gained  about  a 
length,  which,  try  as  they  would,  our  crew  could  not  get  back.  The  shells 
crossed  the  line  with  Syracuse  three-quarters  of  a  length  ahead.  Navy  rowed 
a  beautiful  race,  but  Syracuse  rowed  a  better  one.  Five  lengths  behind  the 
Navy  came  Syracuse  Second,  and  two  lengths  behind  them  our  Second. 

The  Plebe  Crew  ended  its  season  a  week  later,  leading  the  Central  High 
School  of  Philadelphia  by  two  and  a  half  lengths  in  a  mile  and  a  half. 
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In  commenting  on  the  creditable  work  of  the  crew  squad  during  this  season 
of  hard  races,  two  names  stand  out :  too  much  praise  cannot  be  given  to  Dick 
Glendon,  the  finest  coach  on  the  water,  nor  to  "Bill"  Greenman,  one  of  the 
ablest  captains  who  ever  stroked  a  Navy  crew.

PLEBE    CHEW 
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ITH  the  Outdoor  Interclass  Meet  early  in  April,  the  season  opened. 
It  was  a  repetition  of  the  old  story  when  1913  walked  away  with 
the  victory.  The  plebes  were  the  strongest  competitors,  1915  showing 
some  good  material.  Among  their  best  men  was  Armstrong,  who  had 
broken  the  Academy  record  for  the  pole  vault  during  Plebe  Summer; 
he  did  not  quite  measure  up  to  expectations  this  season,  as  he  was 
unable  to  beat  Asserson,  1913,  who  had  held  the  record  for  two  years. 
Miller,  1913,  defeated  Dalton,  1912,  in  both  hurdles,  but  lowered  his 
colors  to  the  husky  captain  a  week  later  in  the  meet  with  Johns 
Hopkins.  Wild,  1913,  captured  the  medal  for  individual  excellence 
by  winning  the  100-  and    220-yard  dashes,  and  the  broad  jump. 

In  the  first  dual  meet,  Navy  defeated   Hopkins  by  a  score  of 
69  2-3  to  38   1-3.     Jack  Dalton  cleared  the  high  hurdles  in  record 

time,  but  the  record  was  not  allowed  because  of  a  technicality  in  the  Athletic  Association  rules. 

Babe  Brown  tossed  out  the  shot  a  distance  of  42  ft.  2  in.,  breaking  his  own  previous  record  by 

5y2  inches.     Navy  had  a  clean  sweep  in  the  half-mile  run,  Geisenhoff  leading.     Pillsbury  took 

the  quarter,  and  Lockwood  the  mile. 

The  second  meet  was  a  triangular  competition  with  Cornell  and  Columbia.     Much  to  the 

disappointment  of  "the  Scotchman,"  Captain  Dalton  wrenched  his  leg  a  few  days  before  the 

meet.     However,  Dickens  nobly  threw  himself  into  the  gap,  winning  the  high  hurdles  in  good 

time  without  having  trained.     Miller  also  rose  to  the  occasion,  winning  the   220-yard  hurdles 

by  a  good  lead. 

In  the  presence  of  such  wonderful  distance  men  as  John  Paul  Jones  and  Tels  Berna,  our 

men   ran   the   mile    and   half-mile    gamely   to    certain 

defeat.     Our  pole-vaulters  were  equally  distressed  over 

the  performance  of  Babcock  of  Columbia,  and  Fritz 

of  Cornell,   who   tied   at    12    ft.   4%    in.     These    four 

athletes  later  participated  in  the  Olympic  Games  at 

Stockholm.     Hintze,  working  in  his  usual  good  form, 

won   the  hammer-throw   at   142    ft.   5   in.     The   Navy 

won  points  in  several  other  events.     Final  score:  Cor- 
nell 48,  Columbia  41  y2,  Navy  27 y3. 
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Pennsylvania  came  here  for  the  closing  meet  of  the  season.  With  Dal- 
ton  still  out  of  it,  and  Hintze  restricted  to  Bancroft  Hall,  the  team  was 
badly  crippled  to  meet  our  old  rivals,  the  only  team  to  defeat  the  Navy 
since  the  zenith  track  days  of  Cummins  Carey.  The  sting  of  defeat  was 
somewhat  relieved  by  the  breaking  of  two  of  our  records,  Lockwood  cover- 
ing the  mile  in  4  min.  29  3-5  sec,  and  Dickens  winning  the  high  hurdles  in 
15  4-5  seconds.  This  last  record  has  not  been  allowed  because  of  two 
hurdles  having  been  knocked  down.  In  a  sensational  race,  Wild  took  the 
220-yard  dash  in  fast  time.     Final  score:   U.  of  P.  79,  Navy  38. 

Great  credit  is  due  our  veteran  trainer,  Scotty  McMasters,  who  used 
every  means  at  his  command  to  save  our  crippled  team  from  defeat  during 
this  not  too  successful  season. 

It  is  rumored  that  hereafter  there  will  be  no  distance  runs  for  us  longer 
than  a  quarter-mile.  Should  this  become  fact,  every  man  interested  in  the 
sport  would  feel  regret,  for  it  sounds  like  the  knell  of  real  track  athletics 
at  the  Naval  Academy.

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BASEBALL 


LTHOUGH  our  baseball  team 
failed  to-  win  the  one  game,  the 
season,  as  a  whole,  was  the  most 
satisfactory  one  seen  at  the 
Academy  for  a  number  of  years. 
Playing  the  hardest  schedule  a 
Navy  team  has  ever  experienced, 
the  team  lost  five  games  out  of 
twenty  played ;  of  these  five, 
t  h  r  e  e  —  Pennsylvania,  George- 
town, and  Amherst — came  very 
early  in  the  season,  before  we 
were  fairly  under  way.  All  three 
were  closely  contested,  the  Am- 
herst game  requiring  twelve  innings  to  decide.  One  other 
defeat  was  at  the  hands  of  the  strong  Catholic  University 
team,  two  weeks  before  the  season  closed. 

Most  gratifying  to  Navy  followers  was  the  splendid  hit- 
ting developed  this  season.  Whereas  in  past  years  our  chief 
weakness  on  the  diamond  has  been  failure  to  hit  the  ball,  from 
the  very  start  we  out-hit  every  team  we  met.  Under  the  able 
coaching  of  Mr.  Breckenridge,  the  play  in  all  departments  improved  as  the  sea- 
son advanced,  and  during  the  last  month  all  hands  were  plaving  gilt-edged  ball.

The  team  was  well-balanced,  and  developed  good  team-play,  espe- 
cially toward  the  end  of  the  season. 

Our  success  was  largely  due  to  the  work  of  Mr.  Breckenridge.  This  was 
his  first  season  coaching  at  the  Academy ;  as  he  has  been  engaged  again  for 
1913,  we  anticipate  even  better  results.  With  practically  all  of  the  team-  on 
hand  to  start  spring  practice,  it 
should  be  the  most  successful 
season  in  the  history  of  the  Acad- 
emy.

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HE  month  of  May  is  drawing  to  it's  close ; 
the  last  examination  is  finished;  the  office 
is  congested  with  tailors'  and  haberdashers' 
packages  for  the  First  Class,  and  the  mail 
is  overloaded  with  their  bills ;  Second  Class- 
men bear  up  proudly  under  the  load  of 
their  recently  baptized  class  rings,  and 
secretly  inquire  the  price  of  miniatures ; 
Youngsters  scurry  about,  arranging  im- 
possible dance  cards  for  the  Farewell  Ball; 
and  Plebes  gaze  expectantly,  but  appre- 
hensively, out  in  the  bay  where  rides  at 
anchor  the  good  ship  Massachusetts,  vet- 
eran of  war  and  practice  cruises.  In  the 
full  wealth  of  it's  summer  glory,  the  Yard 
is  lovely  even  to  those  who,  on  the  approach 
of  freedom,  swear  that  never  again  will  they  enter  it's  confining  gates.  And  the 
somber  gray  that  characterizes  the  Academy  is  relieved  by  the  bright  colors 
that  adorn  the  mothers,  sweethearts,  sisters,  who  gather  in  admiring  throngs 
to  witness  the  triumphs  of  their  sons,  lovers,  and  brothers.

Call  to  dress  parade  puts  a  sudden  end 
to  afternoon  flirtation ;  the  center  of  interest  shifts  to  the  seaward  side  of  Ban- 
croft Hall,  and  the  distinguished  medal-men  who  now  receive  their  rewards  are 
subjected  to  the  anathemas  of  their  less  noted  comrades,  who  must  wait,  gun 
in  hand,  for  the  completion  of  the  ceremony. 

In  one  brief  week  are  included  the  many  exhibitions  for  which  the  year's 
work  has  prepared:  street  riot  drill,  sham  battle,  artillery  firings — the  smoke  of 
blank  discharges  covers  the  parade  ground,  and  serves  to  hide  the  minor  errors 
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of  "Dismount  the  Piece,"  and  other  soul-trying  maneuvers.  The  final  events 
in  the  competition  for  the  Brigade  Flag  lead  up  to  the  last  parade,  when  the 
proud  three-striper  proposes  three  cheers  for  the  young  lady  who  presents 
the  colors,  and  the  unsuccessful  competitors  acclaim  the  victors.  But  not  all 
the  scenes  are  set  on  the  parade  ground ;  at  the  rifle  range,  in  the  gun  shed, 
and  in  the  various  shops,  the  Ordnance  and  Steam  Departments  display  the 
wonderful  possibilities  of  the  curriculum,  and  a  curious  throng  Oh's  and 
Ah's  over  the  marvelous  sight  of  a  midshipman  running  a  drill  press. 

In  the  clear,  cool  evenings  the  heat  and  rush  of  the  day  are  forgotten.  The 
Masqueraders  present  their  masterpiece,  "written  in  Bancroft  Hall,"  to  large 
and  appreciative  audiences, — the  due  reward  of  weeks  of  extra  toil  and  devoted 
effort.
